In March, 1953, information from another Government 
agency indicated the Christian Anti-Jewish Party, Post 
Offi ce Box 48. Atlan ta. Georgia, had been in contact 
with l L 


Springfield Confidential Informant T-l on 
September 2, 1952, advised that the Christian Anti-Jewish 
Party was first formed by J. B. Stoner in 1945 in the 
State of Tennessee;and, in 1946 Stoner ran for Congress 
on the ticket of this party in the State of Tennessee. 

The informant identified Stone as being a former member of 
Chattanooga Klavern #317 of the Associated Klans of America; 
and, at one time he was a leader and organizer in his Klavern, 
but was banished in 1944, reinstated in 1949, and again 
expelled in January, 1950, for making a motion at a Klan 
meeting to throw all Jews out of Chattanooga, Tennessee. 

This informant described Stoner as being extremely 
anti-Semitic to the point that it was an obsession with him. 

The informant said the Christian Anti-Jewish Party 
has no political meetings or rallies, to his knowledge, but 
sends out venomous propaganda against the Jewish race and 
solicits contributions.

Confidential Sources advised it was announced at 
a meeting Of Klavern #1, U. S. Elans, Knights of the'Ku Klux 
Klan, Inc., at Chattanooga, Tennessee, on September 17, 1957, 
that some former leaders of Klavern #1 and their close asso- 
elates had been banished from U. S. Elams, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Kiah, In©., during the preceding week. 

Sources advised those individuals who were banished 
formed a mew Klan organization known as Dixie Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Elan, Inc., with headquarters in Masonic Hall, 
2523 Glass Street, East Chattanooga,. Tennessee. A general 
welfare charter Was secured from the State of Tennessee on 
October 21, 1957, which charter lists some of the purposes 
of the organization as freedom of speech and association, re¬ 
jection of forced integration, preservation of the Constitutions 
of the United States and of Tennessee, and preservation of the 
sovereignty of each state. 

On April 26, 1962, Source stated that the Dixie Klaus, 
Knights of the Ku Klux KXan^ Inc., has active klaverns in 
Tennessee, Georgia, Alabama, and Virginia. This informant 
advised attempts were made to organise klaverns of this organi¬ 
zation in Arkansas, Mississippi, Florida, South Carolina, and 
North Carolina, but the attempts at organization in these 
states have not been successful.

Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux Elan met at Atlanta, 
Georgia, to discuss consolidation of the klans unity of effort and 
activities, to.establish a National Fund and a National Secretary 
and to design a new flag. The meeting was attended by repre¬ 
sentatives of the Federation of Ku Klux Klan, Alabama; Association 
of Arkansas Klans, Arkansas; Florida Knigh-ts of the Ku Klux Klan, 
Florida; Southern Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Association 
of Georgia Klans, Georgia; Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, North 
Carolina; Association of South Carolina Klans, South Carolina; 

Dixie Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Tennessee; and Hyksos Klan,

This source advised that at a consolidation meeting 
at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, 1960, at which the North 
Carolina and Texas Klans were not represented, it was resolved 
and passed that their name be changed to National Ku Klux Klan. 

This source also advised that at a consolidation 
meeting at Savannah, Georgia, October 23, 1960, it was resolved 
and passed that in any future meetings of this group the name 
"Majority Citizens League" was to be used.

A second source advised that at a Rational klonklave 
meeting at Texarkana, Texas, on February 11-12, 1962, a motion 
was carried that there were to be at least six national meetings 
a year to be held any time from one week to twelve weeks after 
the last meeting. The time and meeting place were to be decided 
by the newly-elected chairman. This second source also advised 
that at each meeting a new chairman and acting secretary were 
to be elected to serve at the next meeting. A national secretary 
had not been appointed. 

A third source advised that at a national meeting on 
November 11-12, 1961, United Klans of America, Inc. (UK) was in¬ 
vited to meet with NKKK and it. was agreed they would meet together, 
but there was no talk of consolidation.

Street, Sheridan, Colorado, a suburb of Englewood and Denver, 
Colorado. Goff is a Minister of the Gospel and has a church 
located at 125 South Sherman Street, Denver. 


In a document notarized in Arapahoe County, Colorado, 
dated March 29, 1957, Goff states he was a member of the 
Communist Party (CP) and the Young Communist League (YCL) 
from May 2, 1936 until October 9, 1939. Goff states he 
testified regarding his CP activities before the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities, Washington, 0. C., and 
his testimony appears in Volume IK of the I-Iouse Committee 
on Un-American Activities reports in 1939. 


On numerous occasions, Goff has furnished information 
to investigative agencies of the United States Government, 
and on several occasions, has appeared as a witness on 
behalf of the Government in connection with administrative 
hearings, applicants, and employees of the United States. 

In December, 1943, Goff organized the "Christian 
Youth of America" for the purpose of having youth in an or¬ 
ganization which would truly represent the youth in the 
hails of our legislatures and which youth would stem the 
tide of communism.

On February 25, 1940, Goff was convicteo and fined 
$100.00 in United States district Court, Washington, O. C., 
for violation of Section 255A, Title 22, United States Code, 
for displaying within five hundred feet of the premises 
occupied by the Union of Soviet Socialists Embassy certain 
designated signs adapted to bring the USSR into public 
odium and disrepute. 

The October 24, 1951 issue of the "Denver Post" 
and the October 25, 1951 issue of the "Rocky Mountain News", 
both daily newspapers, report that Mr. and Mrs. Kenneth 
Goff and an individual named Dewey Taft participated in a 
protest of the flying of the USSR red flag in a United 
Rational flag display in Civic Center, Denver, Colorado. 

Goff was ooserveo to tear down the red flag and in hearings 
in Municipal Court, Denver, on October 31, 1951, charges 
of wilful destruction of property were dismissed against 
the Goffs and Taft. 

The^October 25, 1951 issue of the "Rocky Mountain 
Hews" reports that Goff was the director of the Colorado 
Anti-Communist League. 


The August 21, 1952 issue of the "Denver Post" 
reports that Goff was the chairman of the Colorado Branch 
of the Constitution Party.

An article ' 
in the November 26, 1957,-issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," 
a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, reported that a 
"Ku Klux Klan spokesman of Greenville reported the recent 
formation of a new political party to be known as the United 
White Party." According to the article, the party was formed 
at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which 
many Klansmen were represented. The UWP was reported as being 

opposed to all "race mixing organizations and individuals."

On June 29, 1962, the State of Virginia revoked 
the charter of the American Nazi Party. 

On September 20, 1962,the State Corporation 
Commission of Virginia issued a charter for a "George Lincoln 
Rockwell Party."

On numerous occasions, Goff has furnished information 
to investigative agencies of the United States Government, 
and on several occasions, has appeared as a witness on 
behalf of the Government in connection with administrative 
hearings, applicants, and employees of the United States. 

In December, 1943, Goff organized the "Christian 
Youth of America" for the purpose of having youth in an organization
